L^APTAIN  BIGGS  deserves  the  thanks 
of  the  college  for  the  manner  in  which 
he  has  labored  this  Spring  to  bring  into  the 
field  a nine  of  which  Lehigh  might  feel  proud. 
He  has  met  with  the  success  his  work  merited, 
for  we  have  but  to  look  back  over  our  record 
for  the  past  two  months  to  see  what  a vast 
improvement  has  been  effected  over  the  team 
of  1889.  Our  victories  enable  us  to  class  our 
present  team  with  the  best  in  the  country,  the 
two  Pennsylvania  games  demonstrating  the 
character  of  our  play.  The  team  which  won 
the  series  from  Lafayette  and  three  straight 
games  from  the  University  of  Virginia,  may 
be  sure  that  the  college  recognizes  the  value 
of  their  work,  appreciating  the  hardships  and 
discomforts  the  men  have  cheerfully  under- 
gone in  order  that  Lehfgh  might  no  longer  be 
ashamed  of  her  ball  nine.  To  captain,  mana- 
ger and  players,  on  behalf  of  the  student  body 
we  tender  most  hearty  congratulations  on  the 
result  of  the  season’s  work. 

T T has  come  to  our  ears  through  very  au- 
thentic  sources  that  the  Faculty  meditate 
rather  severe  action  in  the  cases  of  the  Fresh- 
men who  were  unfortunate  enough  to  be 
brought  before  them  last  Saturday.  The  rush 
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in  the  morning  was,  to  anyone  who  witnessed 
it,  not  more  the  fault  of  the  Freshmen  than 
the  applicants  for  admission.  In  the  afternoon 
why  did  some  of  the  Faculty  walk  by  con- 
tinually without  making  any  remonstrance 
and  why  did  some  of  them  show  their  appre- 
ciation of  harmless  jokes  by  laughing,  if  in 
their  estimation  they  were  such  heinous  of- 
fences? In  some  of  the  cases  the  punishment 
given  is  rather  more  than  is  merited  and  we 
feel  sure  that  censure  would  have  answered 
just  as  well  as  suspension.  What  the  idea  is 
in  not  letting  the  men  knowr  the  action  of  the 
Faculty  until  after  Commencement  we  cannot 
surmise,  unless  it  is  to  avoid  any  demonstra- 
tion of  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  student 
body. 

T T is  by  hard  and  conscientious  training 
only,  that  we  may  hope  during  the  coming 
season  to  maintain  unimpaired  the  record  in 
foot-ball  made  by  the  eleven  in  1889.  Leaving 
’94  out  of  consideration  as  an  unknown  factor, 
we  will  not  have  at  our  disposal  as  good  men 
as  we  had  last  year,  and  therefore  more  work 
will  be  required  to  develop  what  we  have.  At 
the  larger  colleges  the  foot-ball  squads  have 
been  practicing  more  or  less  during  the  entire 
spring,  and  definite  work  for  the  summer  has 
been  laid  out.  While  base-ball  and  lacrosse 
here  absorb  too  much  time  and  material  to 
render  possible  any  spring  training  of  the  foot- 
ball men  as  a squad,  there  being  of  course  no 
reason  why  everyone  who  expects  to  play  in 
the  field  should  not  keep  in  general  training; 
yet  we  have  the  Summer  open  to  us  and  the  time 
should  not  be  wasted.  The  points  where  we 
are  weakest  are  just  those  in  which  the  men 
can  perfect  themselves  by  individual  training. 
Every  position  back  of  the  line  is  vacant,  and 
we  want  men  to  fill  them,  who  can  kick  as  well 
as  rush.  We  want  men  who  will  be  masters 
of  the  drop-kick,  and  in  this  as  in  all  things, 
practice  makes  perfect.  Captain  Emery  should 
map  out  summer  work  for  every  member  of 
the  team,  each  man  make  it  a point  of  honor 


to  live  up  to  his  program,  and  every  one  come 
back  early  next  fall,  for  a week’s  practice  on  the 
field  before  the  University  opens,  would  work 
wonders.  If  anyone  thinks  that  this  calls  for 
too  much  work  he  should  recollect  the  goal  we 
are  aiming  for,  and  we  believe  he  will  agree 
with  us  in  thinking  the  end  justifies  the  means, 
for  the  end  we  seek  is  the  advancement  of  our 
Alma  Mater. 

/\  LL  Lehigh  men  can  look  back  upon 
^ the  collegiate  year  just  now  drawing 
to  a close  with  a feeling  of  pride  and  unmixed 
satisfaction.  In  all  directions  it  has  been  a 
memorable  year.  But  the  remarkable  progress 
that  has  been  made  in  the  field  of  college  ath- 
letics will  appeal  powerfully  to  the  under- 
graduate heart  above  any  more  serious  con- 
sideration. Other  years  have  had  their  tri- 
umphs but  never  before  has  such  complete 
success  crowned  all  our  athletic  enterprises. 
Beginning  last  Fall  with  a foot  ball  eleven, 
than  which  there  were  few  stronger  in  the 
country,  and  none  more  honest  and  whose 
prowess  won  for  the  college  a wide-spread 
and  substantial  reputation,  the  Spring  season 
witnessed  the  novelty  of  a long  string  of  base- 
ball victories  and  the  development  of  a nine  of 
unusual  strength  and  excellence,  beside  put- 
ting forth  a powerful  team  to  successfully 
contest  for  the  intercollegiate  championship  in 
lacrosse.  Then,  too,  the  good  work  in  track 
and  field  sports  is  not  to  be  overlooked.  The 
showing  in  this  direction  has  been  highly 
creditable. 

But  there  is  ground  for  no  more  solid  satis- 
faction than  to  recollect  how  thoroughly  hon- 
est all  our  teams  have  been.  The  almost 
universal  abuse  of  undergraduate  athletics  by 
introducing  the  forever  deprecable  factor  of 
“professionalism”  has  been  conspicuous  here 
wholly  by  its  absence.  Without  parading  any 
absurd  pharisee  notion  of  our  own  particular 
righteousness  in  this  regard,  we  may  feel  justly 
no  little  honest  satisfaction  therefore.  More 
than  one  instance  has  come  to  us  of  where 
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games  have  been  forfeited  or  lost  because  of 
the  positive  refusal  of  our  teams  to  tolerate 
any  semblance  of  professionalism,  by  introduc- 
ing a hired  player  to  fill  the  place  of  a man 
temporarily  absent  or  disabled. 

For  their  liberal  financial  support  of  the 
various  managements  and  the  generally  good 
attendance  at  games,  the  college  is  to  be  com- 
mended. That  we  have  so  well  supported 
the  teams  that  all  the  managers  return  a sur- 
plus at  the  close  of  the  season  instead  of  a 
deficit  is  certainly  worthy  of  mention. 

The  coming  year  will  be  a momentous  one 
in  Lehigh’s  athletic  history,  and  nothing  short 
of  faithful  work  and  conscientious  training  will 
suffice  to  maintain  the  enviable  prestige  already 
won.  Let  us  return  next  year  with  a purpose 
to  enter  vigorously  into  the  work  in  hand. 
Success  there  will  be,  but  its  measure  depends 
solely  upon  our  individual  efforts.

THE  BACCALAUREATE  SERMON. 

\ LTHOUGH  the  clouds  threatened  rain, 
^ ^ the  Memorial  Chapel  was  crowded  on 
University  Sunday,  with  residents  of  Bethle- 
hem and  visitors.  At  eleven  o’clock,  arrayed 
in  cap  and  gown,  the  graduating  class  entered 
the  church,  and  marched  down  the  aisle,  tak- 
ing seats  in  their  old  places  in  the  southern 
transept  for  the  last  time.  The  services  were 
conducted  by  Bishop  Rulison  and  the  chap- 
lain, Rev.  Dr.  Kaye,  and  the  Baccalaureate 
Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Geo.  William- 
son Smith,  D.  D.,  LL.,  D.,  president  of  Trinity 
College. 

Dr.  Smith  took  for  his  text  the  1 8th  verse  of 
the  28th  chapter  of  St.  Matthew:  “And  Jesus 
came  and  spake  unto  them  saying,  all  power 
is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth.”  He 
spoke  of  the  astounding  character  of  this  decla- 
ration and  of  the  plebian  rank,  the  ignorance, 
the  insignificance  of  the  apostles,  which  made 
it  seem  the  delirium  of  folly  to  undertake  to 
establish  the  claim,  and  that  nevertheless  for 
eighteen  hundred  years,  the  claim  has  been 
justifying  itself  before  the  eyes  of  men.  “His- 
,tory  becomes  intelligible  only  as  we  recognize 
that  same  power,  besides  individual  men’s  free 
choice  and  purpose,  is  renewing  the  world  on 
a plan  marked  out  and  for  an  end  reached, 
which  is  broader  and  more  comprehensive  in 
its  results  than  any  man’s.” 

He  described  the  state  of  the  world  at  the 
time  the  text  was  uttered,  the  “ grandeur  of 
the  colossal  falric  of  empire  reared  by  the 
hands  and  cemented  by  the  blood  of  twenty 
generations.”  It  was  “ the  fulness  of  time 
and  man’s  work  was  at  its  culmination,  was  in 
its  perfection,  was  finished.”  Still  the  world 
was  never  more  in  need  of  a new  ruler  and 
new  principles  of  government.  Human  so- 
siety  was  corrupt  to  the  core  when  “ one  who 
had  lived  as  a peasant  in  the  obscure  village  of 
Nazareth  proclaimed  himself  with  most  enor- 
mous pretensions  a king  in  terms  such  as  no 
creature  had  ever  dared  to  conceive.  Far  and 
wide  has  run  1 1 is'  proclamation.  Throne 
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have  toppled,  armies  have  melted  away, 
nations  have  bent  the  knee  to  Him  and  the 
world  is  transformed  ; not  by  might  nor  by 
power,  but  by  the  spirit  of  the  living  God.” 

Dr.  Smith  proceeded  to  show  that  the  con- 
fessed improvement  of  the  world  was  due  to 
the  influence  of  faith  in  Christ  rather  than  to 
intellectual  progress  and  that  because  of  Christ 
the  world  is  different  to-day,  our  aims  and 
modes  of  thought  and  action  being  different 
from  those  of  the  men  of  old.  “ The  sons  of 
Christian  nations  and  they  alone  are  making 
mighty  strides  in  science,  reclaiming  the  God 
given  inheritance  of  dominion  over  the  earth, 
replenishing  it  and  subduing  it;  hold  in  their 
hands  the  present  and  the  future  and  com- 
mand the  destinies  of  the  world. 

In  his  closing  address  to  the  graduating 
class  Dr.  Smith  said  that  in  the  battle  between 
good  and  evil  the  hardest  fight  would  be  in 
themselves  to  procure  and  choose  the  good, 
and  that  the  value  of  their  lives  would  depend 
upon  their  identification  with  the  great  over- 
mastering power  which  will  shape  the  future 
of  mankind,  their  “ personal  consecration  to 
Him  who  created  you  with  individual  endow- 
ments and  hath  called  you  one  by  one  into 
His  kingdom.” 

THE  CHEMICAL  SOCIETY. 

^j^HE  annual  banquet  was  held  in  the 
Laboratory,  June  10.  The  invitations 
which  were  neatly  printed  in  red  ink  on  filter 
paper,  were  worded  thus:  “The  Chemical 

Society  of  the  Lehigh  University.  A gastro- 
nomical  analysis  will  be  made  on  Tuesday 
evening,  June  io,  at  8 o'clock.  Please  bring 
a dollar  and  a spoon.  D.  Emery,  Secretary.” 
There  were  present  Dr.  Chandler  and  Messrs. 
Dashiell,  Heinrich, Mcllvaine,  Long, O’Malley, 
Emery,  Cleveland,  Cull  urn,  Mercur,  Sanborn, 
Landis,  Sohon,  Barrios,  Reets  and  Juhler. 
Everyone  spoke,  Dr.  Chandler  who  acted  as 
toastmaster  beginning  with  a few  remarks  on 
Mrs.  Lucas.  The  fun  was  continued  until

had  proved  a great  success. 

The  annual  address  was  delivered  in  Christ- 
mas Hall,  Thursday  evening,  June  12,  by  Dr. 
Egbert  Guernsey,  one  of  the  oldest  practicing 
physicians  in  New  York  City.  The  subject, 
“ Man  the  Master,”  was  handled  with  great 
power  and  earnestness,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  prevented 
a larger  attendance. 


THE  SENIOR  BANQUET. 

Tj^RIDAY  evening,  June  13,  ’Ninety  held 
her  third  annual  banquet,  at  the  Wyan- 
dotte, South  Bethlehem.  With  one  or  two 
exceptions  the  entire  class  was  present,  about 
forty  men  in  all.  Particular  efforts  v/ere  made 
to  make  this  first  large  gathering  in  the  new 
hotel  a complete  success,  in  the  way  of  taste- 
ful appointments,  and  the  menu  was  simple 
but  elegant.  At  ten  o’clock  the  doors  were 
thrown  open  and  President  Cullum  led  the 
way  to  the  banquet  room,  which  presented 
a most  inviting  appearance.  The  tables  were 
arranged  in  horse-shoe  form,  with  the  invert 
facing  the  entrance  and  were  prettily  decorated 
with  cut  flowers  and  strewn  with  roses.

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SOPHOMORE  CREMATION. 

A I AHE  Cremation  of  Calculus  by  the 
Sophomore  Class  was  held  on  Monday 
evening,  the  manner  of  observing  this  old- 
established  custom  corresponding  in  the  main 
points  to  that  of  previous  years.  The  cele- 
bration was  designed  to  imitate  the  auto-da  fe’s 
of  the  Spanish  Inquisition  in  the  fifteenth 
century.  The  procession  consisting  of  a car- 
dinal, soldiers  and  monks  left  Christmas  Hall 
at  8.30  P.M.  at  the  blast  of  the  trumpet,  and 
headed  by  the  Fairview  Band  proceeded  down 
New  Street  across  the  bridge  to  Church,  to 
Centre,  to  Market,  to  Main,  thence  across  the 
old  Bridge,  to  Third  Street,  to  Delaware 
Avenue,  to  Dacotah,  to  Seneca,  to  Huron,  to 
Fourth,  to  Vine  and  then  to  the  Place  of  the 
Inquisition  on  the  Campus. 

After  the  dirge  was  sung  the  Secretario, 
Friar  Shelbio  opened  the  Court  by  reading  a 
Bull  from  His  Holiness,  Pope  Custom  00 
demanding  a Court  of  Inquisicion,  presided 
over  by  W.  VV.  Blunt  as  Cardinal  Obtuso,  for 
the  purpose  of  investigating  charges  against 
the  heretic  Calculo,  and  the  chief  propounder 
of  his  infernal  theories,  Doo-Limitado.  After 
listening  to  the  charges  preferred  by  the  Gran 
Acusador  and  the  Sub  Acusador,  Messrs. 
Baird  and  Jessup,  the  chant  was  sung  and  the 
Gran  Acusador  pronounced  upon  both  the 
victims  the  sentence  of  death  at  the  stake, 
concluding  with  the  terrible  execration : 
Pereat  Diabolus.  When  the  choir  had  sung 
the  Damnation  Song,  the  procession  proceeded 
to  Shanty  Hill,  where  the  two  heretics  were 
burnt  in  a huge  bonfire.

— Brazil,  with  a population  of  fourteen  mil- 
lions, has  no  college  worthy  of  the  name. 

— It  has  been  officially  announced  that  the 
course  in  journalism  at  Cornell,  will  be  dis- 
continued next  year.

— Thirty-two  Williams  Seniors,  out  of  a 
class  of  eighty  persons,  will  speak  on  Com- 
mencement Day.  An  average  of  eighty-two 
and  a half  per  cent,  on  all  studies  was  re- 
quired. The  audience  deserves  commisera- 
tion. 

— Prof.  Charles  H.  Smith,  of  Bowdoin,  has 
been  elected  to  the  chair  of  American  history 
at  Yale,  and  will  probably  accept.  Although 
a Yale  graduate,  he  has  for  sixteen  years  been 
connected  with  the  Bowdoin  faculty. 

— There  is  danger  that  Roberts  College,  the 
American  School  of  Constantinople,  will  fall 
under  the  ban  of  the  Grand  Visir.  Too  liberal 
spirit  for  the  health  of  Turkey’s  politics  is  the 
obj ect i onab  1 e feat u re.

— Amherst  made  a remarkable  record  at 
the  Worcester  tournament  last  week,  winning 
ten  out  of  seventeen  events.
